SOIL THE SOURCE OF LIFE 

Depressions have always educated city folk to 
the simple fact that the soil is the source of life. If 
they get hungry enough, they begin to think some¬ 
what seriously of the essential services which the 
farmers |>erform and for the duration of the work¬ 
less, moneyless crisis, they are chastened mildly. It 
is nof a lasting condition, as was demonstrated in 
the Thirties. The farmers,, with wheat at 25 cents, 
hogs at 44 cents and cattle at 1% cents, donated 
their time, their labor, their land and their capital 
to the urban population. They financed the bread 
lines and the wholesale feeding qf many thousands 
in exhibition and public buildings. This wholesale 
donation was never set down in the records and the 
farmers did not receive the credit for it but one

trlct generally cultivate their turn- 
merfallow with this object in 
mind. 

Cover crops sown on summer- 
fallow about August 1 were usual¬ 
ly effective, but under conditions 
of drought or grasshopper infes¬ 
tation, when protection was most 
needed, satisfactory stands were 
difficult to establish. 

The practice of leaving,a late 
fall growth of weeds to protect 
the soil from drifting was less 
satisfactory than a stubble trash 
cover, or cover crops. A sufficient¬ 
ly uniform cover was seldom ob¬ 
tained. and the weety rapidly de¬ 
cayed at the ground surface- and 
were blown about by strong winds. 

Spreading straw in the fall was 
very effective in preventing soil 
drifting on summerfallow, especi¬ 
ally when disked lightly to an¬ 
chor. the straw. However, a reduc¬ 
tion in yields tlje following ye* 1, 
usually resulted from this practice. 
Spreading straw should be a use¬ 
ful, 1 emergency treatment where 
soil drifting seems likely to occur 
during the winter or spring.

Soil diifting, although less evi¬ 
dent during the past few years 
than during the early thirties, was 
recorded for nine of the past tep 
years by the Dominion Experimen¬ 
tal Substation at Regina. Most of 
this drifting occurred before spring 
tillage on land summerfallowed 
the previous year, but stubble 
fields which had been burned in 
the spring frequently drifted be¬ 
fore being cultivated and seeded. 

The recurrence of soil drifting 
year after year, plus the realiza¬ 
tion that drier years will come, 
indicate the importance of adher¬ 
ing to those farming .practices 
which ‘ protect the soil, says E. S.

When you start to do a paint¬ 
ing job, as often as not you dis¬ 
cover that the old paint brush has 
developed a decided kink with 
hard turned-up bustles and is 
unworkable. 

Tq salvage stiff old brushes, 
soaking overnight, preferably in 
turpentine, is a well-known pre¬ 
liminary. Gasoline is also effect¬ 
ive. After the old paint has been 
softened, it should be scraped off 
with a blunt'knife or combed out 
with a steel comb or brush. If the 
first soaking fails to remove the 
paint the process can pe repeated. 
Shellac brushes should be cleaned 
with alcohol and whitewash and 
calcimine brushes with water. 

After most of the accumulation 
has been removed, the brush 
should be scrubbed hi warm water 
with a mild laundry soap. The ex¬ 
cess water should be shaken out 
and the brush left to dry.. The 
bristles should be straightened out 
with a scrub brush or comb be¬ 
fore completely dry, after which 
the brush sjiould be wrapped—not 
too tightly—in heavy paper or 
cardboard to keep the bristles 
straight. If the brush is dipped in 
paint before being fully dried, the 
moisture will make the brush soft 
and listless.

When a brush is being used ev¬ 
ery day, it should be filled with 
paint, and wrapped overnight in 
several thicknesses of paper, or 
suspended in a can of water. If 
used intermittently, it may be 
suspended in raw linseed oil or 
kerosene. If stored in turpentine, 
the brush is likely to become hard. 

It should never be allowed to rest 
on the ends of the bristles for any 
length of time, because It will be¬ 
come warped and the flow of 
paint will be uneven. With a hole 
at the end of the handle, a brush 
may be suspended In the paint 
from a rod or stick across the ed¬ 
ges of the can so that the bristles 
do not touch the bottom. When 
put away for a period of time, the 
brush should be cleaned, thorough¬ 
ly dried, and stored with the bris¬ 
tles straight.

thick. The brief history of the 
castle shows that it was built in 
801. Kinfe Stephen battled here 
1153, King John visited here 1201, 
Captured by the Roundheads 1645, 
and ordered demolished 1650. 

There are some delightful old 
buildings in the town of Christ¬ 
church, one of,the most pictures¬ 
que being occupied by a scent 
shop. 

On one day we went by bus to 
Salisbury which is a very pictur¬ 
esque town having what is con¬ 
sidered the most graceful cathed¬ 
ral in England, with the tallest 
spire of any in Britain, 404 feet 
high. „ ; 

Unlike most other cathedrals 
which were built in different per¬ 
iods with different styles of ar¬ 
chitecture, Salisbury was complet¬ 
ed in one era of one style. It cer¬ 
tainly has one of. the most beau¬ 
tiful exteriors of them all. 

In Salisbury cathedral is an old 
clock dated 1386, one of the two 
oldest in England, the other be¬ 
ing at Wells. 

At Salisbury we had an exper¬ 
ience of substitutes for meat. Hav¬ 
ing lunch at a famous old inn, 
one of our party ordered what she 
expected was beef and was served 
whale meat. While it had the ap¬ 
pearance of beef- it had such a 
strong fishy taste that no on^ of 
the party could eat it, although 
other diners seemed to eat it with 
enjoyment. 

There is another interesting old 
Abbey in the neighborhood, Beau¬ 
lieu Abbey locally pronounced Bu- 
lee) but unfortunately we did not 
have time to visit it. 

One day we visited Lymingtpn, 
a beautiful old town where we 
were given one of the best meals 
which we had in- England. There 
we met some residents who had 
been very kind to Canadian air¬ 
men during the war. 

The bus route from Bourne¬ 
mouth to Lymington has some 
very beautiful views of the white 
cliffs and the sea. 

We left Bournemouth by coach 
for Bath passing through many in¬ 
teresting towns such as Wilton, 
Heytesbury, Westbury, Trow¬ 
bridge and Bradford on Avon, 
stopping for lunch at Warminister. 

Bath is a beautiful old city 
widely known for its medicinal 
springs, Georgian buildings and 
Roman ruins. The Roman baths 
are some of the most complete 
Roman remains in Britain and 
plainly show the high state of the 
civilization of that time. 

The Abbey at Bath is very 
beautiful and has at times shared 
with Wells the distinction of -be¬ 
ing a Cathedral. It is 120 feet long 
and 123-feet across the transepts 
and part of it dates from Norman 
times although there has always 
been a church on the site since 
676. 

One of the features of the Ab¬ 
bey is the West Front, the main 
gable being filled with a great 
window, and flanked with large 
turrets on the face of which are 
carved ladders with angels ascen¬ 
ding and descending. 

Bath is worthy of lengthy visit, 
hut our stay in England was too 
short to permit and we left Bath 
for Bristol. 


ARTICLE t 

Bournemouth, which was our 
next base for a week is one of; 
the finest resorts in England and 
was very popular with Canadians 
during the war, especially those : 
in the airforce who spent their 
first days there after going over¬ 
seas. 

Here we were guests of rela¬ 
tives and friends of our daughter- 
in-law Mrs. Dbnald Legge, and 
here we met hpr mother Mrs. E. 
Adams and also Mrs. P. G. Potter 
both of whom -have many friends 
in Granby. « 

Bournemouth is a delightful 
modern city of large hotels, parks 
and a fine beach, although there 
are ancient landmarks In the 
vicinity, and there are daily bus 
trips to a large number of inter¬ 
esting places aa well as steamer 
trips to the Isle of Wight. 

Only about five miles away is 
Christchurch jvhere there. is a 
famous priory and the remains of 
a Norman castle. 

A great many of the old Abbeys 
have interesting legends about 
how the location was chosen or 
how it was built. Christchurch 
priory has one of the legends 
which relates that it was the in¬ 
tention of the early builders to 
erect the church on a spot at 
St. Catherine's Hill, north of the 
town. Each night however, 4he 
materials were mysteriously shift¬ 
ed to the present site, so it was 
decided to abandon the first chos-

was in accordance with God’s will 
was indicated because each day 
there was an extra workman who 
was never seen to partake of 
meals or draw wages. One day 
some worknqen made a mistake 
and cut a heavy beam too 6hort 
for its intended purpose, but the 
next day it was found to have 
been miraculously lengthened. The 
builders then realized that the 
mysterious builder was none other 
than the Carpenter of Nazareth. 

A huge beam which is claimed 
to be that which was miraculously 
lengthened is still displayed in the 
Retro choir. 

However, it is more probable 
that this site was occupied by a 
pagan temple and this has been 
confirmed by excavations. The 
Doomsday Book (f(|86) records 
that there' was a church on the 
site at .that time which was de¬ 
stroyed and the present structure 
commenced in 1093. It was made 
a priory in 1150 and the present 
building was completed within the 
next two hundred years. 

It is one of the largest and 
finest ecclesiastical buildings in 
England, being of Cathedral pro¬ 
portions and filled with remark¬ 
able carvings and memorials. 

At the entrance to the Priory 
is a card bearing the following 
words:— 

Pause as thou enter, traveller, 
and bethink thee 
How holy, yet how homelike is 
this place. 

Time that thou, spendest humbly 
here shall link thee 
With men unknown, who once 
were of thy race, 

This is thy Father’s House, to 
Him address thee 
Whom here His children worship 
face to face. 

He, at thy coming in, with peace 
will bless thee, ^ 

Thy going out make joyful with 
His -Grace. 

The churchyard is noted for 
several "quaint epitaphs, the most 
intriguing being one known as the. 
"Puzzle Epitaph" which reads as 
follows:— 

We were not slyane but rays’d

DIRECTION OF I.UGS 
ON IMPLEMENT TIRE 

E. B. Martin, Extension Agric¬ 
ultural Engineer for the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, ad- 
visies of a very pertinent question 
that arose during the course of 
one of the Tillage Machinery Field 
Days, held this summer by the Al¬ 
berta Department of Agriculture. 

The question referred to the 
correct way to run the lug type 
Vubbef tire on the one-way disc 
power lift wheel. Some were of 
the opinion that the lugs should 
travel in a manner similar to 
those on a tractor tire. Others 
thought that the direction should 
be reversed on the power lift 
wheel with the lugs running the 
opposite way. 

Mr. Martin says that the latter 
is correct — the lugs of the power 
lift wheel tire shoujd run in the 
opposite direction to those on a 
tractor lira. He points out That 
in the case of the tractyr, the pow¬ 
er is transmitted from the axle 
through the wheel to the ground 
and the lugs arc placed to give a 
maximum of traction with a min¬ 
imum of slippage. In other words, 
the lugs point in the direction of 
travel. In the case of the power 
lift wheel, the ground is the source 
of power which f» transmitted 
through the wheel to the power 
‘ Tin mechanism. The direction of 
force is reversed, and for that rea¬ 
son the tire should be placed on 
the power lift wheel with the lugs 
pointing away frbm the direction 
of travel.

Among the many outstanding 
features of Christchurch Priory 
are the Choir stalls which have 
some of the finest carved detail 
in England. Some of them are ob¬ 
viously contemporary caricatures 
of such personages as Henry VIII, 
Catherine of Aragon, Anne Bole, 
yn and other. 

The guide pointed out some of. 
the arm rests of special interests. 
One represents a fox preaching 
in a friar’s gown from a pulpit, 
with a cock serving as clerk, pre¬ 
sumably Intended to ridicule the 
mendicant preaching friars of 
whom the canons were notoriously 
jealous. Another is a gdssiper, 
with back turned while a ting licks 
a cauldron dean. 

The series of nearly TO miseri¬ 
cords, or miserere seats are also' 
of special Interest. One of them 
is the oldest in the country dating 
from about 1200 with typical' 
carvings of that period. Others 
show, an angel being tempted, art 
emaciated dog gnawing a bone, the 
Devil on a woolsack, a contortion¬ 
ist, a fish and many such designs. 

Close to the priory are the re¬ 
mains of a Norman Castle built 
in 901. with walls 9 ft 8 Inches

The Wheat Situation

The August estimate by the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics of 
Canadian wheat production was 
372,000,000 bushels, some 31,000,- 
000 greater than last" year. The 
estimate for the prairie provinces 
was 310,000,000 bushels as compar¬ 
ed with 319,000,000 in 1947. 

It now looks as though the 
prairie provinces will produce at 
least another 10,000,000 bushels, 
bringing the total up to 350,000,- 
000. The crop in Alberta made 
quite a recovery during August. 
The wheat production of this pro¬ 
vince is estimated by the Alberta 
Wheat Pool at 114,000,000 bushels, 
or 6,000,000 more than the govern¬ 
ment estimate. Saskatchewan’s 
wheat productoin was given at 
177,000,000 bushels In the govern¬ 
ment estimate and may reach 180,- 
000,000 bushels. Manitoba’s crop 
will probably be in the excess of 
55,000,000 bushels. 

A total Canadian wheat crop of 
372.000.000 bushels with a carry¬ 
over of 76,000,000 added thereto, 
gives total supplies of 448,000,000 
bushels for the United Kingdom, 
and 150,000,000 for domestic re- 
quirfents, leaves 158,000,000 bush¬ 
els foe export to other countries 
and carryover. 

The United States crop is over¬ 
flowing elevator storage capacity 
and taxing the ability of the rail¬ 
roads to move it to market. That 
country will have at least 350,- 
000,000 bushels more. 

The glowing prospects of Eur¬ 
ope’s grain crops have been some¬ 
what dimmed by bad harvest wea¬ 
ther. Farmers in the British Isles 
in particular have had a difficult 
time due to frequent and heavy 
rainfall. Harvest is away late 
• here and on the continent. But ev¬ 
en with these vicissitudes, the crop 
will be substantial. While import¬ 
ing cuontries look for a tower 
price for wheat, there is reason to 
believe that there will be a mar¬ 


ine to about §17,000,000 a year. 

In almost exactly seven years’ 
operation up to last July 31, to¬ 
tal revenue under the plan has 
been $604,395,000 and benefit pay¬ 
ments $131,224,000. This has left 
a balance of $476,171,000. 

At its last session, Parliament 
amended the Insurance Act to 
provide for larger benefit pay¬ 
ments and correspondingly 1 heav¬ 
ier contributions. 

Col. Bisson said this would in¬ 
crease the outgo by about four 
percent per year, through the in¬ 
take almost might be increased e- 
nough so that this drain would be 
fully counter-balanced.

INSURANCE FUND 


NOW HALF BILLION 


Payment, of unemployment in¬ 
surance could continue at its pre¬ 
sent level for at least two years 
of a stiff depression a government 
official said recently. 

Disclosing the insurance fund is 
at close to $500,000,000, Col. J. A. 
Bisson, head of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commlssloif said the 
back-log is large enough to wea¬ 
ther a period of low employment. 

If 20 percent of those employ¬ 
able were to be thrown out of 
work, Col. Bisson declared, unem¬ 
ployment Insurance payments 
could go on for “between two and 
three years.” 

At the height of the depression 
after the First World War, Jhe 
corresponding unemployment . fig¬ 
ure was 23 percent. However, Col. 
Bisson said that if a period of un¬ 
employment persisted for a long 
time he imagined the unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance scheme would 
need further government assist¬ 
ance to keep go ing. 

At present it is financed by em¬ 
ployee - employer contributions, 
with the government contributing 
one fifth of the total of that in¬ 
take.

It must/ 
be relatively free from seed-borne 
disease, also as determined by 
count while the crop is growiifg. 
In addition, to prevent'contamina¬ 
tion. it must be grown in a field 
well isolated from other varieties 
or other crops; on land relatively 
free from weeds, particularly nox¬ 
ious* weeds; and on land that has 
not produced unregistered crops of 
the same k ln d In the previous 
year.
